If the stories in the New Tes­ 
tam ent had been hig hly elabor­ 
ated and full of detail, they 
would not hav e been as widely 
read and hav e made as deep an 
imp ress up on the imag ination 
and conscience as they hav e 
made. It is their simp licity and 
meag erness of detail that g iv e 
them such outstanding v alue. 
None the less, there are times 
when we wish that we knew 
more about some of the charac­ 
ters who are so dramatically set 
before us. This is p articularly 
true concerning Nicodemus, the 
p rominent Pharisee who came to 
Jesus by nig ht. Much has been 
made by p reachers and com­ 
m entators of the fact that Nico­ 
demus chose the nig ht time for 
his v isit. The worthy man has 
j 
been subject to the imp utation j 
of cowardice, and y et the meag er j 
g limp ses of the man that we 
hav e rev eal him as any thing but 
a coward. At a later time he 
defended Jesus under circum­ 
stances where ev en a word in 
behalf of the accused inv olv ed 
the g reatest dang er to himself. 
The fact th at Nicodemus came 
was ev idence of his fairness of 
mind and his eag erness to know 
the truth. 
The fact that he 
chose the nig ht time for his v isit 


relig ion and life. He ex p ounded 
simp ly indicates the reasonable 
caution of the truth seeker and 
the man who feels the resp onsi­ 
bility of his p osition. At this 
stag e of his ap p roach to Jesus 
he was an inv estig ator.

Jesus ev idently recog nized his 
deep sincerity , for he treated his 
v isitor with the utmost courtesy 
and p atience. It is true that he 
sp oke with g reat p lainness, but 
he did Nicodemus the justice of 
treating him with candor and 
honesty . 
Nicodemus, it should be noted, 
was a Pharisee. If for Pharisee 
ev ery where in the New Testa­ 
ment we should substitute the 
words “church member,” the 
true 
effect 
of the 
reference 
would be much better ap p re­ 
hended. The Pharisees were in 
reality the earnest and dev out 
p arty in Israel. 
When Jesus contrasted the 
Pharisee and the p ublican at 
p ray er, he did not intend for a 
moment to sug g est that p ubli­ 
cans were better than Phari­ 
sees. W hat he was p ointing out 
was that ev en the Pharisee in 
his relig ious p ride mig ht hav e 
less reality of relig ion than a 
p ublican who felt his humility , 
and in whose soul there was a 
real quest of rig hteousness. 
* * * * 
Nicodemus 
ev idently 
rep re­ 
sented what was best in Phari­ 
saism. He was zealous to know 
the rig ht and to do the rig ht. 
Jesus, therefore, struck at the 
v ery center of the p roblem of

to Nicodemus the doctrine of the 
New Birth — the fact th at re­ 
lig ion must bring to men a re­ 
g eneration of inner thoug h and 
not merely a conformity to out­ 
ward standards. It was a doc­ 
trine that Nicodemus found hard 
to understand, chiefly because 
he ap p roached the whole ques­ 
tion with more formal concep ­ 
tions of relig ion. 


But Nicodemus has not been 
! alone in this. The whole Chris 
tian world has been slow to ap 
p redate the reality of an inci 
dent and teaching such as we 
find in this lesson. The p roof 
of that is simp ly in the fact 
that the Christian church has 
laid so much more stress up on 
formal observ ance than up on 
| the reality of Christian liv ing .

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OUR WORK WITH THE BOYS 
A probation officer who has come in contact 
with boys for years, has declared that one boy 
mishandled, not understood or unnecessarily 
committed to a reform school is a life marred 
and may be the ruination of other lives. 
Boys need the influence of a good home and 
sympathetic parents. Lacking these, they need 
a friend who will show enough interest to guide 
them along the right paths until they reach the 
age of discretion. 
A reformed tramp and convict, writing in a 
magazine, adds further testimony that boys who 
run away from home or are left orphans, have 
little chance if they ever have the misfortune 
to be sent to an “institution.” 
Not long ago a man sixty-four years old was 
sentenced in an eastern city for pocket-picking. 
He had already spent over forty years in jail. 
Another one, twenty-three years old, got a long 
term for robbery. He was put in an orphans’ 
asylum at four and has been out of “institu­ 
tions” only two years since. 
Multiplied evidence can be found that boys, 
once they become “institutionalized” and “stan­ 
dardized” according to the rules and regula­ 
tions, have little chance of becoming good citi­ 
zens. 
% 
Regardless of whether you have a boy, you 
are in a measure responsible for the future of 
the boys with whom you come in contact. If you 
are not an influence for good in their lives you 
are not meeting your responsibility. 
Let’s try to devise ways of making every boy 
a better boy for the benefit of those who will 
carry on where we leave off. 


MINING AND WEALTH 
Mining is one of the few industries that cre­ 
ates new wealth. 
It takes metals from the ground, where they 
are worthless, and transforms them into wages, 
taxes, dividends and the necessities and luxur­ 
ies of life. It literally makes new dollars, which 
have never been used before. 
Every other industry has a use for metals. It 
has been well said that there never was a great 
nation without metal resources and that is truer 
today than ever before. 
Thus, every state and every citizen has an in- 


terest in mining, and particularly Western states 
where it is one of the principal employers, tax­ 
payers and purchasers. Mining is a mainstay 
of agriculture and other industries within those 
states. It is vital, not only to Western progress, 
but to Western existence. 


EXAMINING DRIVERS 
Only 12 states require all automobile drivers 
to pass tests before they are licensed, and in 
12 other states anyone, however, incompetent, 
may operate a car, according to Dr. Julius Klein 
of the Department of Commerce. 
“In the absence of a driver’s license law,” he 
states, “any or all of these potential killers and 
wreckers can be let loose with the utmost free­ 
dom and impunity upon the roads of the com­ 
munity.” 
Statistics show that the accident rate, in pro­ 
portion to the number of automobiles regis­ 
tered, has increased much more rapidly in states 
where examinations of drivers are not required 
than in states where they are required. 
Even if all the 48 states had strict examina­ 
tions for drivers the accident problem would not 
be solved. But it is the concensus of much expert 
opinion that nation-wide laws which will force 
potential drivers to learn how to drive, are the 
greatest single need. The fact that last year 
33,000 people were killed by automobiles should 
cause a demand for quick action in every state.

A Cloudburst Isn’t Really That at All — It’s Caused by Up- 
rushing Warm Currents of Air; Falls When Current Ceases 


A standard dictionary defines a cloudburst as “a sudden copious 
rainfall, as if the whole cloud had been precipitated at one time.” 
As a matter of fact, if a cloud of the largest size were, by a mir­ 
acle, precipitated at one time, coming down at the maximum 
speed of falling raindrops, it would not cause a torrential shower, 
such as is commonly described as a cloudburst; but of course the 
comparatively small amount of water in the clouds was not re­ 
alized by our ancestors, who believed that clouds sometimes ac­ 
tually burst and discharged their entire watery load at once upon 
the earth. This idea is learnedly set forth in a quaint little Ger- 
work by Christian Weise, \ — ....................

published in 1701, as well as in 
many later works. 
The earlier scientific attempts 
to account for the tremendous 
downpours to which the name 
“cloudburst” is applied assumed 
that the water was due to rapid 


condensation in the vortex of a 
tornado 
or 
waterspout, 
and 
hence the name “waterspout” 
was formerly often applied to a 
cloudburst, even when it oc­ 
curred far from any body of 
water. 
The rainfall attending a tor­ 
nado is doubtless sometimes of 
cloudburst intensity, but the ma­ 
jority of cloudbursts are now be­ 
lieved to be the product of thun­ 
derstorms. 
Violent 
uprushing 
currents of air always occur at 
the front of an advancing thun­ 
derstorm. Moisture in the air 


drawn into the storm by these 
currents condenses as it rises, on 
account of the cooling of the air 
by expansion, but the upward 
blast is so strong that for a time 
the water is prevented from fall­ 
ing as rain. 
If 
the rising 
currents 
are 
weakened at some point, a large 
accumulation of water is per­ 
mitted to fall at one time. This 
is especially likely to occur when 
a traveling thunderstorm, which 
is fed by rising streams of air 
passes over the cooler surface of 
a mountain, so that the supply 
of warm air is temporarily cut 


off. This would explain the spe­ 
cial frequency of cloudbursts in 
mountainous regions.

Nevertheless, while he 
was being hunted for his wife’s 
death and the fire, Parks leaped 
from a 50-foot silo on his farm, 
sustaining fatal injuries. 
Mr. and Mrs. Parks were m ar­ 
ried at Somerset, Ky ., and came 
to Decatur county 35 y ears ago. 
Besides the son. Parks is sur­ 
vived by two brothers. Four sis­ 
ters survive Mrs. Parks.

also is survived by two daugh­ 
ters, Mrs. Braden Miers, of Bur­ 
ney . and Mrs. Lionel Davis, of
